Ix to-day's issue we publish a letter 


of Judge Locliren, Commissioner of 
Pensions, oa the policy of the Depart- 
ment as to the pension question. His 
letter is such a hill and candid state- 
ment of the position of this administra 
tion on tlsls question, that every soldier 
and citizen who lias been disposed to un- 
favorably criticise the policy of Judge 
Lochren aud his superiors iu office wil" 
find it well worth their while to careful!) 
read it. 


It is an address issued to his comrades 


informing them' of his views of the 
pension laws and methods now in opera- 
tion. Ifo one who is iiot prejudiced bj 
inrlisan feeling will deny that his in- 
terpretation of the laws as they exist is 
fair, reasonable and equitable, and ought 
to effectively silence tlie bitter iittacks 
of Republican organs. 


The methods of the Tension Depart- 


ment under Mr. Harrison 
were so 


notoriously fraudulent and unjust as to 
call forth pronounced public condemna- 
tion. The conductor this Department 
by Tanner was so outrageous that Mr 
Harrison found him a load far too heavy 
to carry, he therefore replaced him by 
Katun, whose conduct of the same E'e- 
partment was almost as notorious 
There were crying inequities that veter- 
ans, as well as citizens, demaded be abol- 
ished. 
In every community in this 


county there were examples of this in- 
justice. 
There are numerous cases 


where men known to be but slightly, il 
at Ml, incapacitated for labor, are draw- 
ing pensions, in some cases at the high- 
est rate, while others who served their 
country longer, endured more hardships, 
and are to-day physical wrecks,have been 
unable to secure the liberal pension 
which theyso richly merit. Such injustice 
the public eye detected and demanded 
that it be rectified. The Democratic 
party, in its platform and on the stump 
promised to remedy this wrong and in 
its attempt to do so has been severely 
criticised for being unfriendly to the 
soldier. This Judge Loahren not only 
denies, but declares that the policy is a 
liberal one, and every soldier will re- 
ceive what the law, liberally construed, 
gives him. 


It is to be expected that the Depart- 


ment in its efforts to do justice by all in 
suspending cases where the papers on 
file fail to make out a pensionable case, 
•will sometimes suspend those who in 
reality are contemplated by the Act of 
Congress as pensionable subjects. 
But 


if such does occur and any of the old 
soldiers of this county happen to be the 
unfortunate ones we would say to them, 
do not be discouraged, file additional 
papers and you will get that which you 
are entitled to. We have great confi- 
dence in Judge Jx>chren, aud believe 
that his administration of the Pension 
Department will be entirely vindicated 
against the base and virulent attacks of 
the Republican press, and when he is 
fully understood, the veterans, of whom 
he is one, will heartily endorse his hon- 
esty, fairness and liberality in the con- 
duct of his Department. 


Judge Lochren has issued .111 order 


extending the time for the tiling of ad- 
ditional papers in suspended cases, which 
appears in another column. This ex- 
tension has been made with the purpose 
of giving further opportunity to those 
who have been suspended to file ad- 
ditional papers.

If upon the ground, 
chloride of lime or quick lime should be 
freely sprinkled over the surface. All 
out-houses, barns, stables and cellars 
should be freely whitewashed. Do not 
allow kitchen garbage and house refuse 
to accumulate on the premises; use it as 
manure or burn it. If there is stagnant 
water on your property either drain it 
off or fill up the hollow which retains it 
with fresh earth or dry ashes, with the 
addition of a little quick lime. Drench 
the privy vaults with milk of lime. 


A3 the summer is well advanced it is 


not likely that we shall be afflicted with 
this dread disease, although it is increas- 
ing in Itussia and Italy, the deaths in 
Naples alone last week amounting to 
157. Nevertheless these precautionary 
measures apply equally to all communi- 
cable diseases and if observed by house- 
holders and heads of families will in- 
crease the general healthfulness of any 
community.

Why Don't Farming. Pay t 


A correspondent of the Country Gen- 


tleman draws the following sensible 
conclusion: 


The complaint now-a-days, with many 


is that farming .does not pay. The all 
important question is, why does it not 
pay ? I think F. E. C., in his paper on 
"Abandoned Farms," comes the near- 
est to a collect solution of the problem 
of any that I have yet seen—"we wish 
to get rich qnicldy." This is true, but 
in the struggle many are growing poorer 
every year; then, too many are not 
content to live within their means. I 
heard a lady once remark: "What does 
it matter whether one is really worth 
anything or not, if they only keep up 
appearances?" This "keeping up ap- 
pearances," I think, is the principal 
cause of the complaint that farming 
does not pay. 


TVhen a young couple start out in 


life together, they are not at all satisfied 
to commence as did their parents, 
they do not want to start at the bottom 
of the ladder and slowly and patiently 
climb up one round at a time; nothing 
short of the top round will satisfy them 
for a starting point, and so ver3' many 
of them start there; they furnish their 
house expensively, they drive high-step- 
ping horses and ride in costlier carriages 
than those who have toiled with moder- 
ate success for half a lifetime can afford, 
and this same idea is earned out in 
dress, table furnishings, &c., and they 
expect the farm of perhaps one hundred 
acres to pay for all this extravagance, 
but at the end of the year they are 
much disappointed, they find the outgo 
far exceeds the income, and of course 
there is notliuig to pay for the needed 
improvements on the farm. Instead of 
lessening their expenses, however, they 
say: "Why, we can't get along with- 
out these things," and then they take to 
borrowing money and thus add the 
weight of interest to their already heavy 
load, and so they go on from year 
to year until finally the crisis comes, 
as it surely will sooner or later, 
and where are they'( At the very foot 
of the ladder. Everything is gone and 
"keeping up appearances" has taken it 
all. It is chiefly from such as these 
that you hear the complaint that farm- 
ing doesn't pay; they know that they 
are going backward year after year, but 
they fail to see the true reason for it 
and so the "farm" has to bear the 
blame. 


I often wonder if those who leave 


their farms for the city or village ever 
stop to think what the result would be 
should all the farmers follow their ex- 
ample. A famine must certainly be the 
immediate result, for they could not ex- 
ist without the products of the farm. 
It is true that there are times when the 
prospects look very discouraging for the 
farmer, but when these times come, 
they should be met with counter-action. 
We should economize in every way pos- 
sible, and shall probably be surprised to 
see how easily overcome the difficulty 
will be. It is also true that there are 
many discontented mortals who might 
well be called "habitual grumblers." 
If we have two rainy days in succession, 
they anticipate a Hood, and if the rainy 
days are followed by a week of pleasant 
weather, thtn they foretell a drouth. 
They seem to lose sight entirely of the 
fact that "seed time and harvest" have 
been promised us by Him whose prom- 
ises never fail.

Farm Notes. 


IF wheat is cheaper than it was a 


quarter of a century ago it must not 
be overlooked that at the present time 
a farmer can sit on a seat and drive 
the harvester and binder over the field, 
accomplishing in a few hours, unaided, 
as much as formerly required sis many 
days, and with considerable outlay for 
assistance. He also rides on the culti- 
vator in the corn field, and his labor is 
reduced in many other ways. 


BLESSINGS are not showered on all 


alike. Europe complains of a drought, 
but Cuba is suffering from heavy rains, 
and will be compelled to purchase from 
this country some of the articles usually 
grown by her farmers. Thus it is that 
a famine in one country may be met by 
a superabundance in another, and there 
is no section of the universe that is not 
subject to drawb-acks at some time. 


Xo field should be left in stubble, but 


should be plowed and cultivated in order 
to destroy weeds. Such labor will not 
be lost, as there will be fewer weeds 
next season.

cents. It was explained that they were 
made out of the same quality of milk 
and cost about the -same to make. The 
difference in selling price was due main- 
ly to the difference in skill in the mak- 
ing.

A PASTURE which has been grazed 


down until but scant herbage is secured 
is no place for cattle. Grass cannot 
recuperate and make growth while cat- 
tle are trampling over the field in search 
of a choice morsel here and there, and 
nipping off the grass as fast as it ap- 
pears. Cattle should be kept off such 
pastures until the grass can make 
growth apd become established again. 


HAT will be in demand in Europe this 


season. Late corn fodder will assist the 
farmer in feeding his stock during win- 
ter and permitting him to sell a portion 
of his hay. Unless prices are very high, 
however, all feeding materials should 
be used for stock, making beef for sale 
and retaining the manure on the farm. 


MIDDLINGS and skim milk is the best 


food for growing pigs. Cormneal is 
unnecessary. The growing pig requires 
the elements of bone and muscle, and 
should not be made fat. Every' pound 
of fat on a pig in summer is au incum- 
l .ranee. It will be ti me enough to fatten 
it when it has made the frame upon 
which to place the fat. 


ROUP is a disease which is very apt 


to make trouble in the poultry yard in 
antamn. The changeable and rainy 
weatbdt seems to favor its development. 
Dampness, filth and impure food will 
help it along.

clover is usually lost by the common 
methods of handling it. The hay is al- 
lowed to get entirely too ripe when it 
stands until nearly all brown and the 
stems become woody and the leaves and 
heads lose their sweetness. More hay 
can be made by late cutting, but the 
quality is seriously impared— so much so 
that some doubt the claim that clover 
hay is much stronger food than tim- 
othy hay. Clover is hard to cure at any 
stage, and is especially so when in full 
bloom. 


Summer Drinks. 


G'uujir JJrink.— Ginger as a rule, 


agrees with the stomach, especially in 
warm weather. Dissolve two and three- 
quarter pounds of sugar in two gallons 
of soft water, then add the well-beaten 
whites of three eggs and two ounces of 
.Tamniea ginger. It is well to moisten 
the ginger in a little cold water before 
adding it to the whole amount of water. 
ISring all this slowly to boiling point, 
skim, and stand aside to cool. When 
cold add the juice of one large lemon 
and two tablespoonfuls of yeast, or a 
quarter of a compressed cake, dissolved. 
Fill it into bottles, cork tightly, and tie 
the corks down. Stand the bottles in 
a cool place for ten days, aud they are 
ready for use. 


Lemon of Omiuje D, int.:— Boil two 


pounds of lump sugar, aud a pint of 
lemon juice and the juice of an orange ; 
bottle the mixture and cork carefully. 
Put a tablespoont'ul of the syrup into a 
glass three-parts full of cold water, add 
a quarter of a teaspoonf ul of bicarbon- 
ate of sode, anil drink at once. 


Fruit Scctrof/e.—fo 
the juice of 12 


lemons add two pounds of sugar, three 
quarts of water, one quart of ripe rasp- 
berries aud a pineapple, sliced. 


Apple Tva.-il Water.— Toast a slice of 


bread very brown and crumble into 
large pieces. Mix these with two or 
three baked apples, and over them pour 
a quart of boiling water. Sugar to taste, 
and strain. 


2'tVi/ie. — Tin's is a favorite beverage in 


France. Chop fine a cupful of dried 
fruit, such as figs, dates or prunes, aud 
steep for an hour in one quart of water. 
Strain and sweeten to taste. 


Tin.— This is simply tea 


served without cream, using instead a 
slice of lemon. The following is an old 
Russian recipe : To one-half pound of 
tea add a large lump of sugar, crush as 
finely as possible with a rolling pin, and 
mix thoroughly. In making, add the 
boiling water very gradually. Russian 
tea, poured on finely-chopped ice, and 
served in tall, tm'n glasses set upon 
small glass plates, is acceptable and 
dainty for a summer "tea." A lump or 
two of pugar should be placed upon each 
saucer or plate. 


Mnil.—Klir five pounds brown sugar, 


lialf pint molasses, white of one small 
'{,'g, two quarts boiling water, well 
together in an earthen dish, and quarter 
louud tartaric acid. When cold add 
lalf au ounce each of essence of sas- 
•afras and wintergreen. Strain and bot- 
tle. When you use it put two table- 
ipoonfulsof sjruli in the tumbler; fill 
.wo-thirils full of water, and then add 
i little soda the size of a small lima 
jean; stir around until it foams. This 
nukes a veiy nice drink for summer. 


LtiuiiMtde iii/rujj. — With one pound of 


lump sugar rasp the yellow rind of six 
lemons. Moisten the sugar with as 
much water as it will absorb, and boil 
to a clear syrup. Add the juice of 
twelve lemons, stirring it well in beside 
the fire, but do not let it boil any more. 
Bottle the syrup at once, and cork it 
when cold. Mix a little of this syrup 
with cold water when lemonade is 
wanted. 


'iiouLD REMEMBER 


—Tliiit tliere are few servants so thor- 
ough that they should not inspect the 
refrigerator daily to see that no liquids 
are spilled or food allowed to spoil arid 
contaminate the rest. 


That dish-water, which is always im- 


pregnalud with more or less vegetable 
matter, should never be thrown on the 
surface of the ground at the back door. 


That all tubs and basins in bath-rooms 


incl kitchen-sinks and drains should be 
Hushed with hot water on every weekly 
washing day. 


That sulphate of iron (copperas) and 


chloride of litue, two of the best disin- 
'ectants, are but ten cents a pound, and 
i plentiful use of either in sinks and 
>pen drains during the summer and 
mlumu may prevent that dreaded dis 
ease, typhoid fever. 


That no hamper or other receptacle of 


soiled clothing, no matter how hand- 
>omely decorated should be kept in a 
ileeping apartment. 


That powdered borax,plentifully used, 


vill exterminate cockroaches and water- 
bugs. — Cuvnlry Gentleman. 


SETTING out celery in dry weather 


needs the use of plenty of water for a 
ew days until the plants get rooted, 
.nd this may require watering twice a 
lay in dry weather. If the plants are 
ong, it will be well to twist off about 
tail the leaves before setting them, 
strawberry plants set at this season of 
he year, at eighteen inches apart each 
vay, will give a small crop next year, 
nd will pay to keep over for a second 
rop. The runners should be clipped as 
ast as they appear. Lettuce seed of 
he black seeded tennis-ball variety 
own till August 5th or 10th, will usually 
nakegood heads before frost injures it 
n October.
